A way 
Of preferving Birds taken out. of the Egge , and other fmall 
Fetus's; communicated b^ Mr. Boyle, 

His was imparted in a Letter, as follows 3 
The timeot the year invites rae to intimate to 
you , that among the other Ufes of the Experi- 
ment, I Jong fince prefented the Society, of pre- 
ferving Wiielps taken out of the Uams womb, 
and other F«/«/V 5 or parts of them, in Spirit of IVme -, I re- 
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member, I did^ when I wasfellicicous to obferve theProceffe 
of Nature in the Formation of a Chick, open Hens Eggs, 
fome ac fucha day, and fome at other daies after the be- 
ginning of the' Incubation, and carefully taking out the 
Embryo's ^ embalmed each of them in a diilinct Glafs (which 
is to be carefully ftopt ) in Spirit of Wme : Which I did, 
thatfo I might have them in readinelfe, to make on thsm , 
at any time, the Obfervations , 1 thought them capable of af- 
fording •■: and to let my Friends at other feafons of the year, 
fee, boib the differing appearances of the Chick at the third, 
fourth.feventh, fourteenth, or other daies, after the Eggs had 
been fate on, ^»<V(efpecially) fome particulars not obvious in 
Chickens, that go about; as the hanging of the Gtitts out of 
the Abdomen, 8cc. How long the tender Embryo at the Chick 
foon after the FunBum fallens is difcoverable, and whilft the 
Body feems but a litde Organixed Gelly, and fome while 
after T/^rt?, will be this way preferv"d, without being too much 
IhriveI'd up, I was hindred by fome mifchanccs to fatisfie my 
fclf: but when the Fatus'/^ took our, were fo perfcd:Iy formed 
as they were wont to be about the fcventh day, and after, they 
io well retain'd their fliape and bulk , as to make me not re- 
pent of my Guriofity : And fome of thofe , which I did very 
early this Spring, lean yetfhew you. I know I have men- 
tion'd to you an eafie application of what I , fome years fiiice, 
made publick enough ; but not finding it to have been yet 
made by any other, and being pcrfwaded by Experience, that 
it maybe extended to other /^ip^b/V , which this feafon (the 
Spring y is time to make provifion off, I think the Advertife. 
ment will not feem uafeafonable to fome of our Friends / 
though- being now in hafte ,. and having in my thoughts divers 
particulars, relating to this way of Preferving Birds taken out 
©f the Egge, and other fmall Ftetus'j, I muft content my felf to 
have mention'd that, vfhlchis Ejjential, leaving divers other 
things, which a little pracftife may teach the Curious , unmcn- 
tion'd. Notwithftanding which , I muft not omit thefe two 
€ircumfl:ance» ; the one, that when the Chick was grown big, 
before Itook it out of the Egge,, I have (but notconftantly) 
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mingled with the Spirit of}Vine,z little Spirit of S alJrmeniac\, 
inade(as 1 have elfewhere delivered)by the 
help of 9"ickiime : which Spirit I choofc, ^ ^« '^ f/'M-'A »/ 
bccaufe r^hough it abounds in a Salt not f,T""'" ^^'''* 
Sowre,butUrinous,yet I never obferved it 
(how ftrong foever I made it)to coagulate Spirit of VViucThe 
»^/&tfrcircumftaucc isjthati ufually found it convenient, to Ice 
the little j^nimals,'! meant to imbalmc , lie for a little while in 
ordinary Spirit of Wine, to wa(h off the loofer filth,that is wont 
to adhere to' the Chick, when taken one of the Eggej and 
then.having put either the fame kind of Spirit, or better upoii 
the fame Bird, I fufFer'd it to foak fome hours (perhaps fomc 
d-^icSy pro re nata) therein, that the Liquorjhaving drawn as it 
were whatTin<3:ureit could, the Fii(ut being remov'd into 
more pure and well dephlegm'd Spirit of Wine, might nor. 
dif colour it, but leave italraoft as limpid, as before it was 
put in. 

An Extract 
Of a Letter^ fent lately to Sir Robert Moray out cf Vir- 
ginia , concermng an unufual vs>aj cf propagating Mul- 
berry trees ihere^ for the ktter improvement of the SWk- 
Work; together with fome other particulars^ tending to 
the good of that Plantation . 

I am difappointed at this time of fome Rarities of Minerai!?, 
Metrals, and Stones j bur you may have them any other time, 
as conveniently, ^c. 1 have planred here already ten thou- 
fand Mulbtrry trees ; and hope, within two or three years, to 
reap tjood filk of them. I have planted them in a way unufual 
h6re,v^hich advances them two or three years growth, in rci'- 
pexft of their being fo wn m feed : And they are now, at wi iting 
hereof all holding good, although this has been a very long 
and bitter winter with us, much longer and colder, than ever 
I did find it in Scodaridoi Ewjland. I intend likewifc to plant 
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
